Seventeen leaders of the 
riots have been arrested aud are stand­ 
ing trial. 
A chapel of tho Wesleyan 
mission was destroyed daring the riot. 
From Soochow* in central China, 
comes the authorative information that 
in the collection of rentals in and around 
Soochow there has been a prs visitant re­ 
fusal on the part of the natives, aud 
that an altercation occurred in which a 
woman was killed aud others were in­ 
jured. 
The native magistrates them­ 
selves, when attempting to hear these 
oases, have been mobbed, pelted with 
mud, and compelled to floe from the 
court of Justice. 
In Canton, from the very south of 
China, where most of the travelling is 
by the rivers aud canals, steam launches 
and boats carryiax foreigners have been 
repeatedly held ap by ruffians and re* 
oeotly a European woman missionary 
was brutally treated, her boat being 
held up in the river.

W ashington, Fob. 15.—The donate 
devoted almost four hour# in executive 
session yesterday to the consideration 
of the Hawaiian treaty. 
The principal 
speech was made by Senator Pettigrew, 
this being the third installment of his 
remarks upon the subject. 
Senator Pettigrew contended that the 
downfall of Queen Linloukolani's gov- 1 
eminent was due to a conspiracy on the 
part of Minister Stevens, representing J 
the United States, and a few citizens of 
Honolulu, of whom President Dole was 
one, who were backed by marines from 
a United States battleship. 
He argued that at that time there was 
no armed force on the islaud opposed to 
the queen s government except 
the 
United States marines, “aud,” said the 
senator, “if the islands were as rich as 
the dreams of avarice, and their acqui­ 
sition as desirable as that of Louisiana, 
we ooaM not take title from a govern­ 
ment set ap there by ourselves, without 
submitting the question to a vote of the 
Hawaiian people. 
To do this,” be con­ 
tinued with emphasis, “ would be sn in­ 
ternational crime which woald place na 
on a level with Great Britain in her 
subjection of the weaker nations af the 
earth, which woald be an abandonment 
of the position and policy of oar govern­ 
ment from its earliest history." 
Mr. Pettigrew also cml tended that the 
passage of the McKinley tariff law hod 
been the direct cause of the revolution 
by which the queen’s government was 
overthrown, the motive being to secure 
tike bounty of 2 cents pm* pound on do­ 
mestic sugar which toe law provided. 
He quoted a letter from Minister Stev­ 
ens saying that the provision for this 
sugar bounty had ruined the sugar boni­ 
ness of the islands unless they could be 
annexed to the United States and cited 
other authorities to maintain this con­ 
tention. 
Senator Proctor (Vt.) followed with a 
brief speech in favor of annexation. He 
derated himself exclusively to the mili­ 
tary phase of the question. 
He cited 
the fact that England has strongly forti­ 
fied posts all along oar Atlantic sea 
board, beginning with Halifax and tak­ 
ing in the Bermudas and the West In­ 
dies. 
He also called attention to the 
strong fortress at Kequimnnlt, and said 
that if England should possess Urn Ha­ 
waiian islands, as she might easily do 
in case we let this opportunity to ac­ 
quire them pass by, ber drumbeat would 
be heard almost entirely around the 
United States and that she would be 
able to attack us from her own territory 
in any direction.

I would, through 
humane agents, collect these kittle ones 
and have them transferred to the estab­ 
lishment, where they could be in charge 
of nurses and other suitable attendants.

The 
swelling continued until the veins of 
the leaves burst aud considerable liquid 
flowed o u t 
This was caused by too 
much w ater at the roots and an over 
supply in the air. 
The leaves wero not 
able to give off the water supplied from 
tho roots and stalks, and the congested 
condition of the leaves and subsequent 
bursting of the veins was a true type 
of a dropsical condition.—New York

Ad escaloped Ash which Miss Parloa 
gives aa an especial dainty at her cook­ 
ing classes is made (the proportions are 
easily doubled for a larger quantity) 
from a pint of cooked fish. free from 
bones and skin, a teaspoonful of salt, 
one-quarter teaspoonful of pepper, a ta­ 
blespoonful of butter, one-half teaspoon­ 
ful of flour, \% gills of m ilk (this 
a 
little less than a cupful) and 4 table­ 
spoonfuls of grated bread crumbs. Sea­ 
son tho fish with half the salt and pep­ 
per. 
P ut a generous half of the butter 
in a small saucepan on the fire. When it 
is hot, add the flour and stir till the m ix­ 
ture is smooth and frothy. Boil up once 
aud stir in the rest of the seasoning. 
Put a layer of the sauce in a small bak­ 
ing dish, alternating w ith the fish, hav­ 
ing sauce on top. Sprinkle over with 
the bread crumbs and dot with the lest 
of the butter.

W ashington, Fob. 15.—The senate 
devoted almost four hours in executive 
session yesterday to the consideration 
at the Hawaiian treaty. 
The principal 
speech was made by Senator Pettigrew, 
this being the third installment of his 
remarks upon the subject. 
{Senator Pettigrew contended that the 
downfall of Queen Liuloukolani’s gov­ 
ernment was due to a conspiracy on the 
f art of Minister Stevens, representing 
the United States, and a few citizens of 
Honolulu, of whom President Dole was 
one, who were bucked by marines from 
a United States battleship. 
He argued that at that time there was 
no armed force on the island opposed to 
the queen’s government except 
the 
United States marines, '’aud,” mid the 
senator, “if the islands were as rich as 
the dreams of avarice, and their acqui­ 
sition as desirable as that of Louisiana, 
we could not take title from a govern­ 
ment set up there by ourselves, without 
submitting the question to a vote of the 
Hawaiian people.

condition of the leaves and subsequent 
bursting of the veins was a true type 
of a dropsical condition.—New York

W ashington, Fob. 15.—The senate 
devoted alm ost four hours in executive 
session yesterday to the consideration 
of the H aw aiian treaty. 
The principal 
speech wa* m ade by R otator Pettigrew , 
this being the third installm ent of his 
rem ark* upon the subject. 
Senator Pettigrew contended th at tho 
dow nfall (rf Queen liu lo u k o lan i’s gov. 
em inent was due to a conspiracy on the 
part of M inister Stevens, representing 
the U nited States, and a few citizens of 
Honolulu, of whom President Dole was 
one, who w ere backed by ma rill os from 
a U nited States battleship. 
He argued th at at that tim e there was 
no arm ed force on the island opposed to 
the queen’* governm ent 
except 
the 
U nited States m arines, ‘‘a n d ,” m id the 
senator, “ if the islands were as Hch aa 
the dream s of avarice, and their acqui­ 
sition as desirable ss th at of Louisiana, 
we could not luke title from a govern­ 
m ent set up there by ourselves, w ithout 
su b m ittin g the question to a vote (rf the 
H aw aiian people. 
To do th is," he con­ 
tinued with em phasis, “ would be an in ­ 
ternational crim e which would place us 
on a level w ith G reat B ritain in her 
subjection of the weaker nations of the 
earth, w hich would be an abandonm ent 
of the position and policy of our govern­ 
m ent from lh* earliest history.” 
Mr. Pettigrew also contended th at the 
passage of the M cKinley tariff law had 
been the direct cause of the revolution 
by w hich the queen's governm ent was 
overthrow n, the motive being to secure 
toe bounty of I cents per pound on do­ 
mestic sugar w hich the law provided. 
He quoted a letter from M inister Reev­ 
ed* saying th at the provision for thus 
sugar bounty had ruined the sugar buri­ 
ti ess of the islands unless they could be 
annexed to the U nited States and cited 
other authorities to m aintain this con­ 
te n t job. 
He aa tor Proctor (V t.) followed w ith a 
brief speech in favor of annexation. He 
devoted him self exclusively to the m ili­ 
tary phase of the question. 
He cited 
the fact th at E ngland has strongly forti­ 
fied poets all along our A tlantic sea 
bourd, beginning w ith Halifax and tak­ 
ing in the Berm udas and the W est In­ 
dies. 
He also called attention to the 
strong fort ira* ut EequJm anlt, and said 
th at if E ngland should possess the Ha­ 
w aiian islands, aa she m ight easily do 
in case we let this opportunity to ac­ 
quire them pass by, her drum beat would 
be heard alm ost entirely around the 
U nited Rf at es am i th at she would be 
able to attack us from her own territory 
in aay direction.

the roots and stalks, and the congested 
condition of the leaves and subsequent
